CAN honestly say that I have found great joy in struggle all through my 
career. Not that, much of this struggle has not been discouraging and 
bitter at times, but that beyond there has always been an objective to 
which a God-given urge has always triumphed. 
There is stimulus in struggle—wTith something better ahead. 
In our 
social order, where there is so much poverty, struggle and unfairness—of­ 
ten through no fault of those who strive—the situation is changed. Even 
the humblest worker is brave with something definitely better toward 
which he may hope and work. Only when this hope is denied is there re­ 
volt. But. even in ire volt, there is more to be accomplished through intel­ 
ligent co-operation than through unintelligent strife. 
Individually the same conditions are involved. A man becomes discour­ 
aged. He revolts against himself. Erroneously he believes that the world in 
genera] is against him. Individuals may be in strife with him. because of 
his lack of vision or purpose, or even because of something that he has 
that they lack, and want.—but the world is generous. It is against no man. 
Grace Moore says, in the story of her life, that she has “found stimu­ 
lus in set-backs and joy in struggle.’’ 
The greatest thrill comes to one in the doing of a thing—not in the 
mere gaining of an objective, though, of course, that has its own especial 
thrill. It s the every-day joy in struggle, in problem solution, and in the 
hope for that Far-in-the future that gives to men the deep urge and de­ 
termination to keep on and on. 
The mellow and sane judgment of the man who has arrived high in 
the order of achievement is tinged with the taint of every step of strife 
along the years But such a man wall invariably tell you that he regrets 
not a single strife—and that the joy earned is worth all the price paid. 
If you get joy out of your w’ork, complaining not at all. as to the 
struggle itself—with an objective ahead—there is certain to be joy in life 
as a whole for you.
